F-15  or  better;  marked  VF,  understandably  in  view  of  its 
excellent  surfaces.  The  obverse  is  surely  VF,  reverse  not  as  sharp. 

922  1803.  S-243.  Stemless.  VG-10,  very  bold. 

923  S-247.  Mumps  variety;  die  injury  through  fraction.  About  VG-8. 
Rarity  5. 

924  Another  S-247.  VG-7. 

925  S-251.  Final  S recut.  Just  short  of  EF-40.  Somewhat  lustrous  light 
brown.  Really  choice,  and  worth  a generous  amount. 

926  S-253.  W/ide  fraction,  final  0 high.  The  rare  perfect  die  state.  VG-10, 
though  marked  Fine. 

927  S-254.  VF-30  or  better,  somewhat  bag  marked. 

928  Another  S-254.  VF-20,  in  color  and  striking  quite  similar  to  last. 

929  S-255.  F-12.  Reverse  sharper  than  obverse. 

930  Another  S-255,  this  one  with  rim  break  over  ST  (apparently  a fav- 
orite place  for  breaks).  Fine-15,  the  reverse  nearer  to  VF;  small 
rim  bruise. 

931  S-260.  Common  Large  Fraction.  VF-35,  iridescent  bluish-olive  with 
some  red  which  is  probably  due  to  old  cleaning;  sharpness  nearly 
that  of  a 40-coin.  Desirable! 
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932  1805.  S-267.  Common  Blunt  1.  F-15,  somewhat  bag  marked;  re- 
verse sharper  than  obverse. 

933  1808.  S-278.  Almost  EF-40.  Sharpness  that  of  VF-35,  surface  de- 
mands a higher  grade;  lustrous  light  brown.  Worth  a good  price; 
scarcest  of  the  1808's,  and  a 50-coin  is  in  the  condition  census. 

934  1848.  Newcomb  23.  VF,  flatly  struck;  RR. 

935  1853.  Unlisted.  Curl  point  left  of  inner  curve,  numerals  away  from 
bust  and  curl,  bust  point  slightly  r.  of  tip  of  1,  left  base  of  1 over 
left  corner  of  a denticle.  Unc.,  mint  red  and  light  olive.  First  we’ve 
seen  of  this  variety;  doubtless  RR.
